(This  is  an  address  given  by  President  Reynolds  at  the  meeting  of  the  British 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  in  Toronto.) 


CnplHE  development  of  agricultural 
colleges  in  Canada  has  closely 
followed  the  development  of  agri¬ 
culture  along  with  allied  economic  and 
social  changes. 

Rapid  changes  in  the  problems  of 
farm  production,  of  farm  practice  and 
management,  of  markets,  and.  the  de¬ 
mand  for  technical  agriculturists  have 
induced  similar  rapid  changes  in  the 
constitution  and  the  curricula  of  the 
agricultural  colleges. 

The  development  in  building  agricul¬ 
tural  colleges  has  followed  pretty  closely 
the  political  development.  Each  pro¬ 
vince  has  aspired  to  be  possessed  of  an 
agricultural  college,  or  at  least  an  agri¬ 
cultural  school;  with  the  exception  of 
two  of  the  eastern  provinces,  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  New  Brunswick, 
this  aim  has  been  accomplished. 

The  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  es¬ 
tablished  in  1874,  is  the  oldest  of  those 
provincial  colleges,  and  has  passed  cer¬ 
tain  well-defined  stages  of  evolution. 
The  colleges  of  the  other  provinces 
established  later  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  experience  in  Ontario  and  the 
United  States,  and  arose  full-fledged 
colleges  with  the  complete  purpose  and 
equipment  that  had  been  attained  by 
the  older  colleges. 

Evolution  of  Objects 


The  objects  of  the  Ontario  Agricul¬ 
tural  College  as  stated  early  in  its 
career  were : — 


“To  give  theoretical  and.  practical  in¬ 
struction  in  husbandry  to  young  men 
who  intend  to  follow  farming;  to  con¬ 
duct  experiments  tending  to  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  questions  of  importance  to  the 
farming  community,  and  to  publish  the 
results  from  time  to  time.” 

This  definition  of  objects  character¬ 
ized  the  institution  at  once  as  an  occu¬ 
pational  school  and  limited  the  occupa¬ 
tion  to  that  of  farming.  It  soon  appear¬ 
ed,  however,  that  if  men  were  to  be 
found  properly  trained  to  conduct  and 
to  teach  such  schools,  to  conduct  experi¬ 
ments  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture, 
and  to  administer  laws  for  the  control 
of  pests  and  diseases,  such  men  re¬ 
quired  a  training  in  technical  agricul¬ 
ture.  Quite  early  in  the  history  of 
the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
these  further  objects  were  recog¬ 
nized  and  men  were  trained  for  profes¬ 
sional  work  in  agriculture  of  the  sorts 
already  mentioned. 

The  type  of  experiment  probably  con¬ 
templated  in  defining  the  objects  of  the 
college  was  a  series  of  comparative  ex¬ 
periments  in  field  plots,  to  determine 
the  suitability  of  varieties  of  grain  and 
their  relative  value:  to  determine  the 
proper  dates  of  seeding,  the  values  of 
pasture  crops,  and  similar  questions. 
Experiments  of  this  type  might  be 
worked  out  by  an  enthusiastic  director 
wdthout  any  considerable  knowledge  of 
natural  science.  Other  problems,  how¬ 
ever,  soon  began  to  thrust  themselves 
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upon  the  attention  of  the  college.  The 
question  of  the  improvement  of  crops  by 
selection  and  plant  breeding  was  more 
profound,  requiring  some  knowledge  of 
fundamental  science,  and  was  closer  to 
the  type  of  fundamental  research  such 
as  is  conducted  in  the  science  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  universities.  Accordingly 
a  new  type  of  agriculturist  evolved, 
having  a  basis  of  farming  experience 
with  an  extensive  training  in  natural 
science.  His  study  of  science  was  con¬ 
stantly  related  to  practical  agriculture. 

One  of  the  objects  early  stated  was 
the  publication  of  results.  The  printed 
publication  of  results,  however,  was  soon 
found  to  be  inadequate  to  reach  the 
farmer  and.  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
of  bringing  agricultural  practice  up  to 
the  level  of  the  latest  science.  Other 
methods  of  publication  were  found  ne¬ 
cessary  and  hence  arose  the  various  ex¬ 
tension  projects  emanating  directly  or 
indirectly  from  the  agricultural  college. 
The  branches  of  the  Departments  of 
Agriculture  in  the  Provinces  of  Canada 
are  for  the  most  part  directed  by  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  agricultural  colleges,  and 
the  objects  of  these  branches,  both  ad¬ 
ministrative  and  educational,  are  to 
extend  the  knowledge  of  improved  agri¬ 
cultural  practice  among  the  farmers. 
This  extension  is  effected  now,  not 
alone  by  the  publication  of  bulletins, 
but  by  demonstrations,  agricultural 
meetings,  fairs  and  exhibitions,  by  short 
courses  in  rural  districts,  and  by  resi¬ 
dent  directors  of  agriculture  in  the 
counties.  These  latter  are  called,  in 
Ontario,  agricultural  representatives, 
and  their  purpose  is  to  carry  directly 
to  the  farmers  the  latest  agricultural 
science  and  the  most  improved  farm 
practice. 

Types  of  Courses  Developed 

So  long  as  the  object  of  the  college 
was  limited  to  the  training  of  farmers, 


a  two-year  practical  course  was  all  that 
was  necessary.  When  the  technical 
needs  of  agiiculture  began  to  be  recog¬ 
nized,  longer  courses  were  devised.  In 
1887  a  three-year  course  was  instituted 
at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College.  As 
the  content  of  agricultural  science  in¬ 
creased,  a  three-year  course  was  found 
to  be  inadequate  for  the  training  of 
technical  agriculturists,  and  in  1902,  a 
four-year  course  was  instituted. 

It  should  be  recognized  here  that  as 
soon  as  the  two-year  course  was  en¬ 
larged  to  three,  the  simple  object  of 
training  farmers  was  enlarged  corres¬ 
pondingly.  It  has  never  been  expected 
in  Ontario  that  any  large  proportion 
of  young  men,  either  from  the  farms  or 
the  towns,  will  spend  more  than  two 
years  in  the  study  of  agriculture  with 
the  intention  of  farming.  The  longer 
course  has  always  had  primarily  for  its 
object  the  training  of  technical  agricul¬ 
turists.  At  the  same  time  it  was  hoped 
that  some  few  at  least,  of  those  who  had 
taken  the  longer  course,  would  like  to 
follow  farming,  and  become  leaders  of 
the  lural  communities,  not  only  in  ag¬ 
ricultural  practice  but  in  all  social  and 
civic  improvement.  This  hope  has 
been  realized  and  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  four-year  men  may  be  found 
farming  throughout  the  whole  of  Can¬ 
ada. 

Conditions  of  Entrance 

In  1881  the  following  conditions  were 
laid  down  for  entrance  to  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College: — 

“Any  boy  resident  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  who  is  able  to  sign  a  written 
declaration  that  he  intends  to  be  a 
farmer  and  who  is  15  years  of  age,  is 
eligible  for  admission  on  the  same  terms 
as  those  upon  which  he  could  gain  ad¬ 
mittance  to  any  of  the  High  Schools.’’ 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  age 
limit  should  be  raised  and  colleges  now 
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require  an  age  limit  of  seventeen  or 
eighteen. 

The  question  respecting  future  occu¬ 
pation  is  no  longer  a  condition  of  en¬ 
trance.  Farming  experience,  however, 
is  required  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  and  at  some  of  the  other  Cana¬ 
dian  colleges.  It  is  no  longer  thought 
that  the  college  is  a  proper  place  to 
secure  the  requisite  farm  practice  and 
farm  experience.  These  should  be  gain¬ 
ed  at  home  or  at  some  other  fa  m  oper¬ 
ated  for  commercial  purposes.  It  is  for 
this  reason  that  the  age  limit  was  raised. 

The  educational  requirement  as  .de¬ 
fined  in  1881  is  till  adhered  to  for  those 
taking  the  two-ye^r  course.  In  prac¬ 
tice  high  school  entrance  has  not  usually 
been  found  sufficient  training  to  enable 
a  student  to  continue  and  complete  the 
four-year  course.  University  matricu¬ 
lation  seems  to  many  agricultural  col¬ 
lege  authorities  too  academic  in  its 
character  to  be  a  suitable  standard  for 
admission  to  an  agricultural  college. 
Most  of  the  Canadian  colleges,  however, 
at  present  require  university  matricu¬ 
lation  for  admission.  Practically  it 
amounts  to  this,  that  in  order  to  cover 
the  work  required  in  the  four-year 
course  some  previous  preparation  ap¬ 
proximating  to  university  matricula¬ 
tion  is  necessary,  especially  in  such  sub¬ 
jects  as  Science,  English,  and  Mathe¬ 
matics. 

University  Relationship 

With  regard  to  university  relation¬ 
ships  there  have  developed  two  types 
of  college.  (1)  The  separate  college, 
which  has  its  own  campus,  its  own 
faculty  and  equipment,  its  own  course 
of  study,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  uni¬ 
versity  for  the  purpose  of  conferring 
of  degrees. 

(2)  The  other  type  is  that  of  the  uni¬ 
versity  faculty.  Here  the  college  is  on 
the  same  campus  as  the  university  and 


its  students  receive  their  instruction  in 
academic  subjects  from  university  pro¬ 
fessors,  and  in  the  same  classes  with 
students  of  other  faculties. 

In  1874  when  the  Ontario  Agricul¬ 
tural  College  was  instituted,  a  profes¬ 
sor  of  agriculture  was  giving  lectures  at 
the  University  of  Toronto.  There  was, 
however,  no  thought  of  making  the  col¬ 
lege  at  that  time  a  part  of  the  univer¬ 
sity.  Apparently  there  was  no  clear 
understanding  of  the  development  which 
agricultural  science  would  take,  and 
its  dependence  on  fundamental  re¬ 
search,  nor  apparently  was  it  foreseen 
that  the  course  at  the  agricultural  col¬ 
lege  would  develop  as  it  has  done  with 
a  large  content  of  academic  studies.  At 
any  rate  the  college  in  Ontario  was 
established  fifty  miles  from  the  univer¬ 
sity.  Its  subsequent  growth  and  the 
investment  of  funds  in  buildings  make 
any  closer  affiliation  impossible  even  if 
it  were  considered  desirable.  The  other 
agricultural  colleges  of  Canada,  how¬ 
ever,  have  been  established  as  faculties 
of  the  provincial  universities.  Manito¬ 
ba  started  in  1906  as  a  separate  college 

p 

affiliated  with  the  university,  but  with¬ 
in  the  last  year  that  relation  has  been 
changed  and  the  college  has  been  made 
a  faculty  of  the  university.  In  Mani¬ 
toba  an  educational  commission  has  re¬ 
cently  investigated  the  relations  of  the 
higher  institutions  of  learning.  With 
respect  to  the  relation  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  college  and  the  university,  the 
following  significant  paragraph  appears 
in  the  report  of  the  Commission: — 

“When  the  seaparate  colleges  of  agri¬ 
culture  were  established  there  were  not 
state  universities  and  such  institutions 
as  did  exist  were  of  the  old  classical 
type,  neither  qualified  nor  willing  to 
teach  agriculture.  This  condition  has 
radically  changed  in  the  last  fifty  years, 
and  now  the  colleges  of  agriculture 
united  with  state  universities,  are  at 
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least  as  successful  as  the  others.  The 
great  advantages  they  have  are  the 
much  broader  possibilities  of  research 
and  the  finer  training  they  can  give  for 
agricultural  leadership  by  reason  of  the 
contacts  they  offer  with  every  phase  of 
professional  life,  The  agricultural  stu¬ 
dent  should  recieve  instruction  not  only 
about  agricultural  production  and  farm 
management,  but  also  about  rural  econ¬ 
omics  and  sociology,  and  the  relations 
of  agriculture  and  country  life  to  other 
occupations  and  interests.  We  do  not 
want  the  leaders  of  the  farm  people  to 
cultivate  too  much  class  feeling,  but 
rather  to  be  interested  in  their  relations 
with  other  people,  and  to  get  a  broad 
vision,  of  community,  national  and 
world  problems.  Severence  of  an  agri¬ 


cultural  college  from  a  university  at  this 
time  should  not  be  considered  for  a  mo¬ 
ment.  It  is  out  of  line  with  all  modern 
ideas.  All  the  science,  economics,  so¬ 
ciology  and  other  stores  of  knowledge, 
all  the  opportunities  of  student  contact 
of  a  great  university  should  contribute 
to  the  broad  training  of  the  agricultural 
student.” 

Developing  as  it  has  as  a  separate 
institution,  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  has  added  the  departments  of 
instruction  which  were  not  at  first  con¬ 
templated  as  belonging  to  the  curricu¬ 
lum  of  an  agricultural  college.  A  study 
of  the  curriculum  shows  that  it  is  more 
nearly  allied  in  its  course  of  study  to  a 
university  than  to  an  occupational 
school.

SO  bewildering  and  beguiling  are  the 
many  varied  attractions  of  the 
British  Empire  at  the  Wembley 
Exhibition,  London,  England,  that  one 
finds  it  difficult  to  pay  adequate  tribute 
to  each  and  all. 

Because  of  my  memorable  associa¬ 
tions  with  Canada,  the  majestic  Cana¬ 
dian  Pavilion  drew  me  like  a  magnet  to 
its  wondrous  exhibits  and  arresting 
panoramic  displays  of  Canadian  life  as 
I  had  experienced  it.  On  entering  the 
building  by  the  main  entrance  one  sees 
life-sized  portraits  of  H.  M.  Queen 
Alexandra,  H.  M.  King  George  V.,  H. 
M.  Queen  Mary,  and  H.  R.  H.  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  also  Lord  Byng,  of 
Vimy,  the  present  Governor-General 
of  Canada  and  Lady  Byng. 


When  passing  on  to  the  central  hall  an 
arresting  display  of  Canadian  grains 
attracts  the  eye  by  the  careful  arrange¬ 
ment  and  labelling  of  the  numerous 
varieties.  Instinctively,  an  ex-student 
of  the  O.  A.  C.  looks  for  O.  A.  C.  ex¬ 
hibits  and  is  happy  to  be  able  to  pick 
out  the  following  cereals,  which  have 
done  so  much  to  improve  the  grain 
crops  of  the  Dominion: 

Oats — O.  A.  C.,  3. 

Oats— O.  A.  C.,  72. 

Winter  Wheat — O.  A.  C.,  104. 

Barley — O.  A.  C.,  21. 

•  Spring  Rye — O.  A.  C.,  61. 

Also  in  the  huge  sexagonal  glass  case 
are  specimens  of  Timothy  and  Flax. 

Next  is  a  wonderful  representative 
collection  of  those  minerals  found  in 
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Canada,  with  explanatory  notes;  any 
person  will  be  gladly  furnished  with 
detailed  information  regarding  this  or 
any  other  department  on  application  at 
the  well-informed  information  bureau. 

From  the  mineral  department  one’s 
rate  of  travel  and  next  place  of  visit  is 
decided  by  the  moving  mass  of  fascin¬ 
ated  people,  a  pleasant  aroma  of  apples, 
from  the  orchards  refreshes  one  in  their 
struggle  to  see  Canada’s  apple  wealth; 
these  immense  orchards  are  indeed  a 
work  of  art  and  do  the  artist  credit. 

The  background  is  in  the  form  of  a 
painted  canvas  which  depicts  the  fruit 
gatherers  at  work  and  the  packing  after 
grading,  the  realistic  effect  is  given 
by  occasional  barrels  lying  with  the 
fruit  pouring  out  and  joining  the  real 
fruit  on  the  field  in  front  of  the  canvas 
orchard  which  creates  a  vision  of  ex¬ 
pansive  fruit  gardens. 

Every  variety  of  shipping  apple  is 
well  represented  and  neatly  arranged 
in  gilt  baskets  while  the  two  corners 
of  the  evergreen  field  are  ornamented 
with  various  kinds  of  corn,  pickles,  small 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  preserve. 

The  foreground  of  this  wonderful 
sight  is  composed  of  rustic  arches  with 
shelves  of  small  fruit  in  convenient 
places. 

Anxious  people  gradually  move  you 
on  the  the  Poultry  Department,  where 
egg  grading  is  demonstrated,  but  from 
here  you  are  soon  attracted  by  a  life- 
sized  model  in  butter  of  H.  R.  H.  the 
Prince  of  Wales  with  his  charger,  in 
front  of  his  ranch  house,  at  Pehisko, 
Alberta. 

The  Prince  was  greatly  fascinated  by 
this  wonderful  model  of  his  farm  house 
with  he  and  his  charger  in  the  garden 
amongst  the  butter  trees  and  birds. 
At  a  meeting  in  London,  he  remarked, 
during  a  recent  spell  of  hot  weather, 
that  he  intended  to  revisit  Wembley  to 
see  how  he  was  getting  on ! 


Passing  on  from  a  display  of  cheese 
and  other  dairy  products  beside  canned 
milk  and  other  canned  foods  we  come  to 
real  life,  on  the  farms,  at  the  pulp  mills, 
hunting  in  the  bush,  and  lumbering. 
At  the  experimental  colleges  as  well, 
one  lives  in  the  reality  of  it  all. 

A  model  to  scale,  and  in  natural 
colours  of  the  Dominion  Experimental 
Farm  is  an  achievement  noteworthy 
with  its  Ayrshire  and  Holstein  cows, 
horses,  and  plots;  also  fields  showing 
rotation  of  crops,  all  of  which  is  care¬ 
fully  studied  by  interested  spectators. 

A  working  model  of  a  paper  pulp  mill 
in  a  forest  by  a  river  is  another  interest¬ 
ing  feature  amongst  a  display  of  Cana¬ 
dian  woods,  some  of  which  are  polished 
to  show  the  beautiful  grain;  an  en¬ 
tirely  wood-built  house  of  two  rooms  is 
a  source  of  admiration  to  thousands  of 
people  daily  who  walk  through  the 
house.  Having  now  viewed  one  side  of 
half  of  the  large  pavilion,  let  us  cast 
our  eyes  above  the  level  of  these  afore¬ 
mentioned  attractions  and  we  see  on 
either  side  sections  about  four  feet 
square  of  natural  and  life  like  farm 
scenes.  Real  little  farm  houses,  barns, 
and  crops  of  the  different  provinces, 
which  are  lighted  up  at  night  and 
through  a  frame  made  of  golden  grain 
one  enjoys  glimpses  of  an  Ontario  farm 
house  nestled  away  in  the  trees,  then  a 
log  house  on  the  prairie,  next  a  field 
showing  rows  of  oats  as  naturally  as  if 
they  were  growing,  and  so  on  to  the  end 
of  that  part  of  the  pavilion.  As  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  describe  the  num¬ 
erous  industrial  exhibits  and  the  actual 
manufacturing  of  many  things,  and  all 
the  fisheries,  university  departments  of 
information  amongst  many  other  fas¬ 
cinations,  we  will  leave  that  part  and 
pass  on  to  the  Dominion  wheat  routes 
of  vastness. 

An  ingenious  model  of  the  prairies 
with  model  trains  conveying  grain  to 
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elevators  is  another  instance  of  Cana¬ 
dian  organization  and  shows  how  grain 
is  moved  from  interior  elevators  to 
terminal  elevators  at  the  head  of  the 
Great  Lakes  for  transhipment  to  Atlan¬ 
tic  seaboard. 

A  bird’s-eye  view  of  the  immence 
Vancouver  harbour  as  it  will  appear  in 
1930,  gives  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  in 
that  we  are  assured  a  progress;  we  see 
steamers  and  sailing  ships  arriving  at  the 
tremendous  grain  elevators  and  ware¬ 
houses  and  the  inscription  explains  that 
in  twelve  years  time  Canada  will  raise 
one  billion  bushels  of  wheat  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  one-third  of  this  will 
go  by  the  Pacific  route  at  a  rate  of  five 
cents  per  bushel  less  than  by  the  pre¬ 
sent  route  to  Liverpool. 


Now  that  we  have  visited  Canada 
from  early  morning  and  it  is  getting  late 
let  us  just  approach  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains  and  fill  our  lungs  with  the  fragrant 
smell  of  those  growing  pines,  yes,  truly 
an  awe-inspiring  scene  with  the  peace¬ 
ful  grandeur  of  snow-capped  mountains 
surrounding  Lake  Louise  and  the  cool 
green  covered  valley  with  its  whisper¬ 
ing  stream  from  the  cataract  of  water 
from  those  high  peaks. 

So  real  is  this  masterpiece  of  nature 

that  on  discovering  approaching  native 
animals  we  take  in  a  deep  breath  with 
the  lifelike  reality,  then  with  a  sigh  of 
satisfaction  we  journey  home,  for  we 
have  experienced  in  one  day  the  won¬ 
ders  of  a  lifetime.

"rvlHE  man  who  ministers  to  the 
needs  of  farmers — “would-be” 
and  “has-been” — teaching  them 
how  to  solve  their  problems  and  im¬ 
prove  conditions  is  the  health  officer 
known  as  the  agricultural  representa¬ 
tive.  It  would  be  unfair,  however,  to 
hold  him  responsible  for  the  results  as 
seen  on  the  farms,  for  who  was  ever 
known  to  follow  advice,  especially  when 
given  free! 

There  was  a  time,  and  possibly  it  has 
not  altogether  passed,  when  people  were 
inclined  to  look  upon  this  stranger  in 
their  midst  as  someone  to  be  avoided 
rather  than  approached  for  assistance, 
but  familiarity  has  bred  not  contempt 
but  respect,  as  the  Rep.  has  proved 
himself  a  good  mixer  and  has  let  it 
be  known  that  his  services  as  a  walk¬ 
ing  encyclopedia  are  available  to  one 
and  all.  Follow  the  activities  of  a  Rep¬ 


resentative  for  even  a  season  or  two, 
and  you  will  feel  that,  if  variety  is  the 
spice  of  life,  his  life  is  well  and  truly 
seasoned. 

The  Rep.’s  day’s  work  usually  be¬ 
gins,  like  that  of  any  other  physician, 
at  the  earliest  hour  that  he  can  be 
aroused  by  the  tinkling  of  the  telephone 
• — a  call  perhaps  for  a  hired  man.  As  the 
latter  is  not  a  commodity  handled  at  a 
rate  of  so  much  per  cwt. — contrary  to 
the  belief  of  some  farmers — great  tact 
is  required  on  the  part  of  the  Represent¬ 
ative  in  advising  the  best  means  of  se¬ 
curing  one  of  these  present-day  luxuries. 
It  is  a  case  that  means  several  later 
“calls.”  If  luck  is  with  him,  the  Rep. 
may  not  have  to  listen  to  more  than 
half  a  dozen  farmers’  troubles  before 
he  proceeds,  in  his  professional  capa¬ 
city,  to  his  office.  Here  awaits  him 
fully  twice  as  much  urgent  correspon- 
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dence  as  he  can  hope  to  attend  to,  with 
a  summons  to  the  end  of  his  parish  to 
minister  to  the  wants  of  a  harassed 
fruit-grower,  in  whose  orchards  the 
most  up-to-date  insects  have  assembled 
themselves  in  annual  convention;  or  to 
a  thrifty  house-wife  whose  hens  have  de¬ 
veloped  some  strange,  new  disease  that 
can  be  diagnosed  only  when  seen. 

Before  leaving  on  one  of  these  little 
errands,  however,  the  Rep.  welcomes 
his  patients:  old  friends,  taking  up  a  dis¬ 
cussion  begun  some  time  before,  it  may 
be,  on  the  why,  when  and  wherefore  of 
keeping  an  accredited  herd;  newcomers, 
slightly  suspicious  of  what  is  in  store 
for  them,  yet  anxious  to  know  if  what 
they  have  learned  from  another  source 
is  really  true:  “Does  this  inoculation  of 
seed  hurt  or  can  you  recommend  it?” 
Listening  in  on  a  conversation,  a  farmer 
may  hear  some  of  his  own  symptoms 
mentioned ;  he  was  just  about  to  ask  why 
his  alfalfa  was  not  producing  seed,  or 
when  was  the  best  time  to  dip  the 
sheep.  With  a  little  encouragement,  he 
gives  his  own  experience  and  reveals  his 
most  intimate  problems;  the  Rep.  lends 
a  sympathetic  ear,  prescribes,  and  urges 
that  he  be  kept  informed  of  the  progress 
of  this  case.  Naturally,  the  farmer  feels 
that  someone  understands,  and  confi¬ 
dence  is  established. 

Along  comes  a  painstaking  farmer, 
whose  place  has  always  been  a  model  of 
neatness  and  good  management,  but  a 
stubborn  weed  has  found  its  way  into 
his  clover  and  he  is  going  to  be  ruined! 
What  is  the  weed  and  how  is  he  to  get 
rid  of  it?  These  questions  are  soon  an¬ 
swered,  along  with  others  that  have 
arisen  incidentally,  and  the  farmer  goes 
on  his  way  with  a  more  wholesome  re¬ 
spect  for  one  whose  assistance  he  had 
once  thought  he  did  not  need.  The 
pathway  on  the  concession  lines  is  thus 
made  a  little  easier  each  day;  the  Rep¬ 
resentative  fulfils  the  mission  on  which 


he  was  sent  out,  and  the  agricultural 
health  of  his  county  is  improved, 

Duty  is  still  calling  from  the  open 
spaces,  and  a  fifty-mile  drive  over  pio¬ 
neer  roads  is  a  pleasure  that  must  be 
endured  before  the  day’s  close.  Re¬ 
member  the  visits  of  inspection  to 
crops  gone  wrong;  the  cautious  words 
of  advice  to  angry  neighbors  lined  up 
beside  their  boundary  ditch,  waiting  for 
arbitration;  the  demonstration  in  grad¬ 
ing  eggs  or  hiving  bees:  all  these  and 
countless  others  are  mere  incidents  in 
the  day’s  travels  of  the  Agricultural 
Representative ! 

An  ordinary  day!  But  let  us  go  with 
the  Rep.  as  he  sees  the  brighter  side — 
among  the  younger  generation,  the 
farmers  of  the  future.  Plowing  matches 
may  fade  from  notice  for  a  season,  but 
School  Fairs  he  has  always  with  him. 
Day  and  night,  spring  and  fall,  they 
thrust  themselves  upon  him  for  atten¬ 
tion,  and  with  practised  eye  and  hand, 
he  operates  for  their  improvement  from 
year  to  year.  Nature,  and  human  na¬ 
ture,  is  the  material  given  the  Repre¬ 
sentative  ;  he  must  be  a  man  among 
men,  and  even  a  man  among  women, 
for  the  women’s  problems  need  gentle 
handling  and  serious  thought  from  this 
physician  of  the  farm.  And  what  trust 
is  placed  in  him  by  the  newcomers  to 
our  country — the  immigrants  who  have 
so  much  to  forget  and  so  much  more  to 
learn.  Their  first  impression  of  their 
new  home  can  be  made  or  marred  by 
the  treatment  given  at  the  hands  of  the 
Rep.  The  medicine  being  given  them, 
is  powerful  and  should  be  administered 
in  small  doses;  but  the  most  soothing 
effect  comes  from  the  sympathy  that  is 
the  potion  received  at  the  hands  of  the 
missionary  to  the  farmer. 

Truly  the  way  of  service  lies  wide 
open  before  Ontario’s  Farm  Doctor — • 
the  Agricultural  Representative. 
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ON  Saturday  evening  we  started 
to  drift  into  Mills  Hall,  and  by 
6.30  Monday  morning,  Septem¬ 
ber  15th,  all  hands  had  piled  into  the 
waiting  Pathfinder  bus.  On  taking 
count  it  was  found  that  we  mustered 
sev  nteen  and  were  just  comfortably 
within  the  rated  capacity  of  our  vehicle. 

When  we  gave  seventeen  as  our 
strength  we  figured  without  the  “Skip¬ 
per”  and  to  leave  out  mention  of  our 
pilot  is  to  overlook  one  of  the  greatest 
factors  contributing  to  the  pleasure  and 
success  of  the  trip. 

We  got  under  way  and  following  the 
car  containing  Professors  Toole  and 
Steckley,  and  Mr.  Knox,  we  struck 
out  through  Kitchener  and  Shakespeare 
to  the  farm  of  Thompson  Bros.  Here 
several  classes  of  Berkshire  swine  and 
Leicester  and  Shropshire  sheep  were 
brought  out  for  our  scrutiny.  Having 
placed  them  more  or  less  to  our  satis¬ 
faction  (generally  less  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  our  coaches)  we  fared  forth  to 
Stratford  for  dinner. 

After  Stratford  out  next  stop  was  Mr. 
Wm.  Waldie’s  farm,  where  we  judged 
four  or  five  classes  of  Shorthorns.  From 
Mr.  Waldie’s  we  proceeded  to  St. 
Marys  and  out  to  Hooper  Bros.  Here 
were  produced  some  good  classes  of 
Herefords. 

We  had  now  covered  some  seventy 
odd  miles  of  road  and  gone  over  thirteen 
classes,  so  our  bows  were  turned  toward 
London,  and  supper,  and  so  to  bed,  but 
not  before  we  had  given  reasons  on  six 
of  the  days’  classes. 

The  next  day,  Tuesday,  we  started 
bright  and  early  for  the  Belvoir  Farms, 
managed  by  Mr.  Gibson,  and  were  put 
through  a  real  drilling  in  Shropshires, 


after  which  came  a  class  of  Shorthorns, 
and  another  of  Holsteins,  which  filled  up 
the  morning. 

The  afternoon  run  included:  Col. 
McEwen’s  for  Southdowns  and  Angus 
cattle,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Little’s  for  Jer¬ 
seys.  At  both  places  there  was  provid¬ 
ed  a  real  work-out. 

Wednesday  morning  was  occupied  by 
a  trip  to  Mr.  Pringle’s  Jersey  herd,  and 
we  were  kept  busy  on  some  half  dozen 
classes  of  some  of  the  best  Jerseys  the 
country  can  offer. 

Having  started  out  early  after  dinner, 
we  judged  classes  of  Ayrshires  at  Mr. 
Kingsmills,  Holsteins  at  Mr.  Lawson’s, 
and  finally  Lincolns  and  a  class  of  steers 
at  Capt.  Robson’s. 

This  completed  the  work  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  vicinity  of  London,  and  Thurs¬ 
day  morning  we  set  forth  to  Forest, 
where  we  were  made  welcome  at  Bran¬ 
don  Bros,  and  went  over  five  classes  of 
Clydesdales.  It  is  not  far  from  Bran¬ 
don  Bros,  to  Mr.  Fraleigh’s  farm, 
which  was  our  next  stop,  so  after  being 
given  lunch  at  the  former’s  (Mr.  Bran¬ 
don  insisted  on  our  staying  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  busy  threshing  at 
at  the  time),  we  drove  through  For¬ 
est  to  the  latter’s.  Here  we  had  several 
good  classes  of  Angus  cattle  and  also 
several  of  Southdowns. 

Friday  morning  found  us  at  Walburn 
Biver’s,  just  outside  of  Ingersoll,  look¬ 
ing  over  more  Holstein’s.  Just  after 
dinner  we  were  eating  lunch  at  Bre- 
thour’s,  at  Burford,  before  judging  the 
Yorkshires  at  Mr.  Peter  Cairn’s,  near 
Brantford,  where  more  Ayrshires,  with 
a  much  appreciated  supper  following. 

As  we  had  travelled  some  few  miles 
that  day,  Professor  Toole  announced 
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that  no  reasons  would  be  heard  that 
evening,  but  even  after  the  week’s 
work,  Chris.  Fahrig  remained  so  en¬ 
thusiastic  that  he  must  place  the  manne¬ 
quins  in  the  fashion  display  at  the  show 
after  the  return  to  Brantford. 

Saturday  was  the  last  day  of  the  trip 
and  it  was  fittingly  wound  up  by  the 
visit  to  Mr.  James  Douglas’  Shorthorn 
herd  at  Caledonia.  At  Mr.  Douglas’  we 
placed  several  classes  and  were  given 
the  opportunity  of  an  inspection  of  the 
breeding  herd. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  the  “Skipper” 
pulled  up  at  Mills  Hall,  after  the  outfit 
had  taken  in  the  Galt  Fair,  where 


Broughton  won  a  box  of  chocolates 
from  the  man  who  guesses  weights. 
Broughton’s  success  was,  however,  the 
downfall  of  Davey  and  Fahrig.  Thus 
the  journey  of  the  “gypsies  from 
Gue^h,”  by  which  distinctive  phrase 
one  of  the  shows  in  London  was  pleased 
to  indicate  us,  came  to  an  end. 

The  class  is  greatly  indebted  to  the 
staff  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Professor  Toole,  for  arrang¬ 
ing  the  trip  and  coaching  us  during  the 
week,  and  is  also  indebted  to  the  various 
breeders  whose  places  we  visited,  and 
who  so  kindly  put  their  time  and  stock 
at  our  disposal.

Two 
orchestras  from  Guelph  were  present, 
and  they  did  noble  work.  It  is  true 
that  they  were  not  always  playing  the 
same  dance  at  the  same  time,  but  the 
resulting  confusion  only  added  to  the 
excitement  of  the  evening.  During  the 
course  of  the  evening  the  Cafeteria  was 
open  for  an  hour,  and  full  advantage 
was  taken  of  the  fact  that  an  excellent 
supper  was  being  served  there. 

One  could  moralize  about  the  num¬ 
ber  of  strange  faces  that  those  halls 


must  have  seen  coming  there  for  the 
first  time,  on  occasions  similar  to  this, 
Attend  two  or  three,  or  four  more,  and 
then  disappear;  however,  this  function 
belongs  essentially  to  the  incoming 
years.  So,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  the 
welcome  presence  of  several  well-known 
graduates  of  both  institutions,  helped 
to  keep  us  in  touch  with  the  past. 

As  the  evening  wore  on  the  fervour 
did  not  in  the  least  abate,  and  it -was 
with  genuine  regret  that,  a  few  minutes 
before  midnight,  we  heard  the  last 
strains  of  the  National  Anthem  die 
away,  and  we  then  knew  that  the  Prom¬ 
enade  of  1924  was  a  memory.

Tk«  Flae  FiskS 


At  about  half-past  three  in  the  after¬ 
noon  of  September  22nd,  the  curtain 
rose  on  the  first  scene  of  College  activi¬ 
ties  for  the  year.  A  large  crowd  from 
both  sides  of  the  campus  was  grouped 
expectantly  round  a  pole,  which  was 
surmounted  by  a  piece  of  red  bunting. 
Around  this  pole,  in  battle  array,  stood 
the  ranks  of  the  Freshmen. 

Across  the  campus  came  a  funeral 


procession,  headed  by  a  minister,  wear¬ 
ing  a  gown,  and  carrying  an  enormous 
volume.  Behind  him  came  one  bearing 
an  effigy  adorned  with  the  conventional 
red  cap  and  green  tie.  He  was  followed 
by  four  pall  bearers,  carrying  a  black- 
draped  coffin.  The  mourners  marched 
behind  in  single  file,  each  muffled  in  a 
cloak,  and  bearing  as  a  wand  of  office, 
a  broom.  As  they  advanced  across  the 
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grass  there  arose  a  sound  of  weeping  and 
wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

The  first  halt  was  made  at  a  gallows, 
to  which  the  effigy  was  hanged — in  spite 
of  the  fact  tha:  the  gallows  nearly 
gave  way  at  the  first  pull  of  the  rope! 
The  coffin  was  then  borne  to  the  spot 
on  which  a  cross  had  been  erected.  Here 
with  the  mourners  kneeling  around  the 
minister  committed  “ashes  to  ashes, 
and  dust  to  dust.”  Then  the  lid  of  the 
coffin  was  burst  violently  open,  and  a 
white-robed  figure  appeared — and  as 
suddenly  disappeared  behind  the  bushes 
followed  by  the  whole  procession — par¬ 
son,  mourners,  and  pall-bearers.  Ex¬ 
actly  who  or  what  this  figure  represent¬ 
ed  was  a  little  obscure. 

It  is  perhaps  a  pity  that  this  part  of 
the  programme  so  closely  resembled  the 
proceedings  carried  out  in  the  past  two 


years,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  fu¬ 
ture  we  may  have  a  little  more  originality. 

Preparations  were  then  made  for  the 
real  event  of  the  day.  A  whistle  shrilled 
and  a  wedge-shaped  charge  of  Sopho¬ 
mores  hurtled  against  the  ranks  of  the 
Freshmen,  followed  in  a  few  minutes 
by  a  second  charge.  In  a  moment  all 
was  confusion.  Several  efforts  to  reach 
the  flag  were  made,  but  were  all  frus¬ 
trated.  Gradually  the  confusion  died 
down,  until  every  Soph,  was  on  the 
ground,  pinned  down  by  at  least  one  or 
two  Freshmen,  of  whom  there  still  re¬ 
mained  a  number  to  guard  the  flag-pole. 
The  Sophomores  made  valiant  efforts  to 
shake  off  their  opponents,  but  they 
were  hopelessly  out-numbered,  and  at 
last  the  whistle  proclaimed  the  Fresh¬ 
men  victors  of  the  flag  fight — for  the 
first  time  since  1913.

Ordinary  public  school  education  is  sufficient  for  admission  to  the 
course.
